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1 hts was because Supervisor 
Stuart L. Hall of W tniamsvtlln 
District refused to discuss the 
specific sections of the ordi¬ 
nance Itself, Instead monopo¬ 
lizing the meeting to voice his 
opposition to any kind of zoning 
for Hath. 

He contended that “nobody in 
my district is interested'* in

Turning to M.G. O’Farrell, a 
member of the county planning 
commission that drafted the or¬ 
dinance, Mr. Hall said, “Why do 
you or any other individual think 
you have the right to tell me 
what to do with my property?" 

“If progress is going to be 
made, you've got to think about 
your neighbor," Mr, O'Farrell 
replied, adding that zoning is 

necessary so "people don’t go 
around trying to destroy the beau¬ 
ty of Bath County," he said, 

Chariman Roy M. Cleek, not¬ 
ing that the planners had sub 
mitted the ordinance in January 
1968 and nothing had been done 
since, said, "If we do our duty 
we'll have to dispose of this or 
dlnance one way or another."

RICHMOND - Revenue-sharing 
checks totaling more than $52.6- 
milllon were mailed by the U.S. 
Treasury Monday to the Com¬ 
monwealth of Virginia and its 
localities. 

Of the total, $35,082,556 went 
to the cities, towns and counties 
and $17,546,071 to the state and 
its agencies. 

Bath County received $27,835, 
Highland County got $25,918, and 
the Town of Monterey, $2,440. 
The checks were the first share 
of federal funds made available 
under the revenue-sharing law 
enacted by the 92nd Congress and 
will cover only the first six 
months fo the program. 

Checks of similar size are to 
be mailed later probably In 
January. They will give the Gen¬ 
eral > Assembly, which convenes 
next month, a total of about 
$35 million to allocate, over and 
aUive regular* at ate revenues. 
Th<* localities will allocate their 
own revenue sharing funds.

Mr. HallandSupervlsor Charles 
A, Low man Jr. of Mlllboro Dis¬ 
trict, who also opposes zoning, 
openly suggested Tuesday that 
zoning, if adopted, may become 
an issue in this November's ele¬ 
ction, when the seat held by Mr. 
McMullen on a court appointment 
will be up for grabs. ' Somebody's 
face could be red after the elect¬ 
ion/’ Mr. Low man said, refer¬ 
ring to the possibility that some¬ 
body opposed to zoning could be 
elected and an anti-zoning major¬ 
ity on the board might try to res¬ 
cind the ordinance. 

'Tve been on this board for 30 
years and I've never let an issue 
interfere with an election," Mr. 
Cleek answered him. 

Mr. Cleek said the special meet¬ 
ing Sept. 10 would be held “for 
the sole purpose of the public 
healing" and the actual vote 
would likely be taken at a later 
date. 

In essence, the proposed or¬ 


dinance would divide Bath County 
into five districts - agriculture 
limited, agriculture general, re¬ 
sidential, business and indus¬ 
trial - with agricultural dist¬ 
ricts covering 90 per cent of 
the county and the residential, 
business and industrial distric¬ 
ts primarily in the Warm Springs 
Valley. 

The ordinance also proposes to 
establish a board of zoning app¬ 
eals which would rule on zoning 
requests appealed from the 
board of supervisors. 

There has been some agitation, 
particularly among residents of 
the developed area along US 220 
southward from Warm Springs, 
to enact a zoning ordinance be¬ 
fore the county is marred, In 
their opinion, by uncontrolled and 
unsightly development. 

On the other hand, there Is a 
feeling, especially strong in the 
rural, undeveloped eastern half 
of the county, that a zoning or¬ 
dinance would result in a land- 
owner losing some of his rights 
over his property. 


Dam Construction Halt Asked 


GREENVILLE, S.C, - Opponents 
of the Gath right Dam in Bath and 
Alleghany counties, Va., asked 
the 4th UJ5. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals here Monday for an injunc¬ 
tion which would stop construc¬ 
tion on the dam until the federal 
appeals court can give a de¬ 
cision on an appeal of a lower 
court decision.
